Who is paying the settlement money? 

A lawsuit known as In re Polyurethane Foam Antitrust Litigation, Case No. lO-MD-2196, is pending in the United 
States District Court for the Northern District of Ohio in Toledo. The Court previously approved Settlements with two 
Defendants in the lawsuit: Valle Foam Industries, Inc. and Domfoam International, Inc. 

Additional Settlements have now been reached with the following Defendants: (1) Carpenter Co., (2) FFP Holdings LLC, 
(3) Future Foam, Inc., (4) FXI Holdings, Inc., (5) Hickory Springs Manufacturing Company, (6) Leggett & Platt, 
Incorporated, (7) Mohawk Industries, Inc., (8) Vitafoam (Vitafoam Products Canada Limited, and Vitafoam, Inc.), 
and (9) Woodbridge (Woodbridge Foam Corporation, Woodbridge Sales & Engineering, Inc., and Woodbridge Foam 
Fabricating, Inc.). Together, these “Additional Settling Defendants” will be paying a total of $151,250,000 into the 
Settlement Fund. There are no other Defendants that have not settled. 

What is the lawsuit about? 

Several individuals and businesses (“Plaintiffs”) brought claims on behalf of a Class of end-user “indirect” purchasers 
of products that contain flexible polyurethane foam manufactured or supplied by the Defendants. These products 
include bedding (for example, mattresses, mattress toppers, or pillows) carpet underlay (also called carpet padding or 
carpet cushion), and upholstered furniture (for example, a sofa with foam cushions). 

Plainti ffs claim Defendants engaged in a conspiracy to: (i) increase prices of flexible polyurethane foam and (ii) not compete 
for, or “allocate,” customers. Plaintiffs contend Defendants violated numerous States’ antitrust and consumer protection laws. 
Defendants deny these claims and deny they are liable to Plaintiffs in any way. The Court has not decided who is right. 

Who is included in the lawsuit?

4. You made your purchase during the time period January I, 1999 to August I, 2015. 

What do the Settlements provide? 

Defendants in the nine Settlements will pay a total of $ 1 5 1 ,250,000. If the Plan of Allocation is approved by the Court, 
payments will be made to each Claimant from each Settlement pro rata based on the number of valid claims filed and 
the amounts paid for qualifying products.

There is, however, plenty of 
animosity. The Kardashians have 
trumpeted their support for Caitlyn 
since she revealed to Diane Sawyer 
“I’m a woman” in April. (“Your hon- 
esty has opened the doors for others 
to be courageous,” Kim tweeted at 
the time.) But a family source says 
that in the ensuing months, Caitlyn’s 
ex-wife and stepdaughters have 
secretly harbored a simmering “re- 
sentment” toward the 65-year-old 
former Olympian.

cial. “Then Vanity Fair came out, 
and they looked like idiots,” says the 
source. They were blindsided that 
Caitlyn gave an interview without 
warning them (they first saw the 
article on Twitter!) and furious once 
they realized she took jabs at Kris. 
“A lot of times, she wasn’t very nice. 
People would see how I got mis- 
treated,” Caitlyn said of her ex-wife, 
59 (now living with boyfriend of 10 
months Corey Gamble). But what 


stung most was Caitlyn’s declaration 
that the 23 -year marriage ended 
because of Kris. “She became less 
tolerant of me,” Caitlyn said. “Then 
I’d get upset and the whole relation- 
ship kind of fizzled.” The family pal 
says that insult “is the part they can’t 
get over. Caitlyn never should have 
framed it in the context that Kris 
should have accepted Bruce as a 
woman in the marriage.” 

Livid, the girls spoke up. “[Do] 
not drag my mom through the mud,” 
Khloe, 31, warned Caitlyn on the Au- 
gust 16 episode of the E! docuseries 
I Am Cait, Kim, 34, also jumped to 
Kris’ defense, telling her two weeks 
earlier, “You don’t have to bash us 
on your way up.” The source says the 
girls worried about how they’d be 
portrayed if they didn’t appear on the 
show, and each used the on-camera 
opportunity to air their grievances. 

But Caitlyn isn’t backing down. 
“She still thinks she’s right,” says 
the family source. “She’s very 
defiant about it.” The bad blood has 
led to a cease in communication. 
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“The texts between Caitlyn and 
the Kardashians ” says the family 
source, “have just stopped.” So have 
get-togethers. A recurring theme on 
I Am Cait is Caitlyn’s complaint that 
her stepkids, particularly 36-year-old 
Kourtney, don’t visit her $3.5 million 
Malibu home.

For their part, the Kardashians feel it 
was the LGBT icon who pulled away.

Out of respect for their sisters, 
the Kardashians grin and bear it 
with Caitlyn.

J osh Duggar has more sins to 
repent. Three months after he 
confessed to molesting four of 
his sisters and another under- 
age girl as a teen, the former Kids 
and Counting star was exposed as 
an adulterer by hackers. The devout 
Christian, wed to wife Anna for 
nearly seven years, was one of 
37 million subscribers to cheating 
site AshleyMadison.com whose 
information was revealed in an 
August 18 leak. A onetime family- 
values lobbyist. Josh confirmed his 
philandering — along with a porn 
addiction — via the Duggars’ web- 
site August 20, lamenting, “I have 
been the biggest hypocrite ever.” 

He certainly didn’t practice what 
he preached. Since 2008, Josh, 27, 
and his ultraconservative, Tonti- 
town, Arkansas-based clan traded 
on their high morals, earning their 
TLC reality series up to 3 million 
viewers per week. The dad of 
Mackynzie, 5, Michael, 4, Marcus, 2, 
and Meredith, 1 month, bragged 



about refraining from kissing his 
bride, now 27, until their wedding 
day and counseled his siblings to 
resist temptation during courtship 
by limiting contact to side hugs and 
bringing chaperones on dates.

Using a credit card linked to his 
grandmother’s home in Fayetteville, 
Arkansas, he forked over an extra 
$250 for a money-back guarantee 
he’d get lucky. His selected turn- 
ons: a “professional/well-groomed” 
woman interested in “extended 
foreplay/teasing, bubble bath for 2.” 

With the same alias and a fake 
photo, he allegedly friended strip- 
pers on Facebook and trolled for sex 
on dating site OKCupid. Sometimes, 
however, he just wanted to watch. 

“I have secretly over the last several 
years been viewing pornography 
on the internet,” Josh wrote, then 
deleted, August 20. “This became a 
secret addiction.” 

I DIVORCE IS AN OPTION 

Despite her brother Daniel Keller’s 
August 23 Facebook plea to “get that 
pig out of our family,” Anna may 
stand by her man as she did in May, 



when his molestation confession led 
to his resignation from the FRC and 
the cancellation of 19 Kids. At the 
time, she applauded her husband for 
humbling himself “before God” and 
called him a “man who knows how 
to be a gentleman and treat a girl 
right.”
